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C*mp(oijment  in 

Employment  in  the  leading  industries  of  Ontario  has  continued  to  expand  in  August 
in  relation  to  July  (0.2^)  and  to  the  same  month  a  year  ago  (3.5$).  The  MANUFACTURING 
group  and  all  the  remaining  industries,  except  SERVICES,  are  at  a  higher  level  in 
August  this  year  than  last.  Over  the  year,  the  greatest  gains  have  been  shown  in 
LOGGING,  ELECTRICAL  APPARATUS,  and  MINING.  Employment  in  the  TEXTILE  industry  contin¬ 
ued  to  show  weakness  and  presently  stands  4$  below  last  year  and  3.2$  below  July,  1950, 
There  was  no  significant  change  in  the  level  of  employment  over  the  month,  the  decreases 

BEING  SLIGHTLY  MORE  THAN  OFFSET  BY  MODERATE  GAINS,  (TABLE  -  l) 

MANUFACTURING  employment  showed  the  greatest  monthly  gains  in  the  Kawartha  Lakes 

AND  SAULT  ZONES  WHILE  THE  UPPER  ST .  LAWRENCE  REGION  RECORDED  A  SUBSTANTIAL  DECLINE. 

(Table  -  2) 

UNEMPLOYMENT  in  the  Province  currently  stands  at  about  35,000  (Sept.  28,  1950). 

This  compares  with  a  total  of  over  38,000  persons  last  year  at  this  time.  (Table  -  4)

Employment  and  Payrolls  and  Average  Weekly  Earnings  in  the 
Leading  Manufacturing  Industries  of  Ontario  "by  Zones 


Manufacturing  employment  in  August  exceeded  the  previous  month  in  twelve  areas 
of  the  Province.  Substantial  increases  were  recorded  in  the  Quinte  (5$)  and  Kawartha 
Lakes  (3.8$)  zones  and  all  the  northern  regions  of  the  Province.  Employment  in  the 
Upper  St.  Lawrence  zone,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  a  drop  of  over  6$  compared  with 
July.  Payrolls  were  higher  in  thirteen  regions,  most  notably  in  the  Sault  (7.6$) 
and  Kawartha  Lakes  (7.1  °}o)  areas.  Here  again,  the  Upper  St.  Lawrence  zone  recorded  a 
drop  of  almost  8$>.  Two  areas,  the  Sault  and  Kawartha  Lakes,  recorded  increases  in 
weekly  earnings  of  $2.30  and  $1.67  respectively.  Compared  with  August  last  year, 
employment  is  now  higher  in  fourteen  areas  of  the  Province  -  substantially  so  in  the 
Kawartha  Lakes  and  Sault  zones . 


The  most  favorable  employment  conditions,  thus,  appear  to  exist  in  the  Sault  and 
Kawartha  Lakes  areas  where  employment,  payrolls  and  average  weekly  earnings  showed 
marked  increases  over  the  month  and  also  in  comparison  with  the  same  date  a  year  ago.

Employment  in  mining  shoved  a  significant  increase  in  only  one  zone  of  the 
Province  in  August  over  July,  viz.,  the  Border  where  a  jump  of  4 .4$  was  recorded. 
The  Clay  Belt  registered  a  fractional  increase  while  all  other  areas  recorded 
small  decreases.  Payrolls,  on  the  other  hand,  were  higher  in  all  areas  except 
James  Bay,  the  largest  increase  "being  shown  in  the  Border  Zone.  Average  weekly 
earnings  were  sharply  up  in  the  Nickel  Range  and  Sault  Zones  over  the  month. 


Compared  with  last  year  at  this  time,  employment,  payrolls  and  earnings  are 
at  a  higher  level  in  all  areas  of  the  Province .

During  September,  the  demand  for  labour  as  recorded  by  the  number  of 
unfilled  vacancies  showed  another  substantial  increase  in  the  Province  as  a 
whole.  Outatanding  jumps  were  registered  in  the  Clay  Belt,  Lakehead,  Nickel 
Range  and  Metropolitan  zones  .  At  the  same  time  total  unemployment  in  the 
Province  declined  to  about  35,000  persons  -  over  3,000  fewer  than  last  year 
at  this  time .  Five  areas  of  Ontario  recorded  more  jobs  available  than  there 
were  applicants  to  fill  them.  The  city  of  Port  Arthur,  which  is  in  the  midst 
of  a  large  programme  of  public  works,  registered  a  demand  for  over  3,600 
workers  while  unplaced  applicants  numbered  only  600  persons .

Business  Failures  in  Ontario  "by  Economic  Zones(  -1-) 


September  -  19*30 


Fifteen  business  failures  were  recorded  in  Ontario  during  the  month  of 
September  this  year,  involving  liabilities  of  almost  $450,000.  Regionally,  the 
Metropolitan  zone  accounted  for  64 </0  of  the  total  liabilities  involved;  no  failures 
were  reported  from  eleven  zones  of  the  Province .  Failures  among  manufacturing 
concerns  accounted  for  six  and  firms  engaged  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade, 
nine  of  the  total.  Within  the  manufacturing  group,  two  failures  in  the  textile 
industry  were  responsible  for  52$>  of  the  total  liabilities  in  that  division.

NOTE:  The  value  of  construction  projects  approved  as  shown  in  the  above  table 
covers  the  whole  field  of  manufacturing  and,  in  addition,  all  commercial 
building  involving  two  stories  or  over.  Building  related  to  agriculture, 
logging  and  mining  is  not  included  in  the  above  statistics  . 

An  accurate  picture  of  the  increase  in  the  value  of  construction  projects 
from  1939  to  1950  would  have  to  take  into  account  the  increase  in  building 
costs  over  the  period.  The  index  of  the  prices  of  building  materials 
(D.B.S.  -  1926  =  100)  Jumped  from  89.7  in  1939  (Average)  to  211.9  in  the 
first  eight  months  of  195°,  an  increase  of  over  13 6$.  Thus,  while  the 
increase  in  dollar  value  of  construction  projects  for  Ontario  as  a  whole 
increase  over  eight  times,  the  physical  volume  of  construction  actually 
increased  less  than  four  times  .
